SUBJECT: LDC ENERGY INITIATIVE AT THE ECONOMIC SUMMIT 

1 . PLEASE CONVEY THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION ON THE U.S.- 
PROPOSED LDC ENERGY INITIATIVE IN RENEWABLE ENERGY 
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TECHNOLOGIES TO THE APPROPRIATE HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS. 
SOME CONFUSION ABOUT THE SCOPE AND INTENT OF THIS INITIATIVE 
AROSE DURING THE RECENT MEETING OF ENERGY EXPERTS IN GERMANY. 
WE THINK THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INITIATIVE IS ACCEPTABLE TO 
ALL SUMMIT COUNTRIES AND WISH TO AVOID, IF POSSIBLE, THIS 
ISSUE BEING ONE OF THOSE LEFT FOR RESOLUTION BY THE HEADS 
OF GOVERNMENT. 
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2. THE INTENT OF THE U.S. PROPOSAL IS TO ENCOURAGE EXPAN- 
SION OF NATIONAL EFFORTS TO DEVELOP RENEWABLE ENERGY 
TECHNOLOGIES AND TO STIMULATE THEIR USE IN DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. SPECIFICALLY, SUMMIT NATIONS - AND OTHER 
NATIONS INTERESTED IN DOING SO WOULD: (A) EXPAND THEIR 
DOMESTIC R&D ON RENEWABLE ENERGY RESOURCE TECHNOLOGIES; 

(B) INCREASE THE FIELD TESTING AND ADAPTATION OF THESE 
TECHNOLOGIES IN DEVELOPING, AS WELL AS DEVELOPED, COUNTRIES; 

(C) SUPPORT THE DEMONSTRATION AND INTRODUCTION OF TESTED 
RENEWABLE ENERGY RESOURCE TECHNOLOGIES IN DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES; AND (D) EXPAND INFORMATION EXCHANGE AND CO- 
ORDINATION OF BILATERAL PROGRAMS WITH DEVELOPING COUNTRIES

3. IN CONNECTION WITH THIS INITIATIVE, THE U.S.:

SOURCES, THAT ARE POTENTIALLY APPLICABLE TO DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. 

- WILL EXPAND CURRENT EFFORTS TO EVALUATE THE ENERGY 
NEEDS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND IDENTIFY THOSE RENEWABLE 
ENERGY TECHNOLOGIES THAT COULD BE TESTED AND/OR DEMON- 
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STRATED IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

- WILL INCREASE ITS FUNDING FOR THE FIELD TESTING OF SOLAR, 
BIOMASS, WIND, DECENTRALIZED HYDRO AND OTHER RENEWABLE 
ENERGY TECHNOLOGIES IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

- WILL SUPPORT THE ADAPTATION OF RENEWABLE ENERGY SYSTEMS 
TO MEET SPECIFIC LDC CONDITIONS, AND THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
RELATED INDIGENOUS TECHNICAL CAPABILITY, AND

IS PLANNING A SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN ITS BILATERAL FOREIGN 
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ASSISTANCE FOR ENERGY OVER THE NEXT FIVE YEAR. WE URGE 
A SIMILAR EFFORT BY OTHER SUMMIT NATIONS. VANCE
